“Rear-Admiral Christy and staff, 
and the officers and men of the 
U.S.S. Camden, deeply regret that 
on account of the duty in which 
the flagship ie engaged, they are 
denied the privilege of attending 
the memorial services at the sub- 
marine base this morning and there 
paying their homage to the mem- 
ory of the gallang officers and 
men of the U.8.8, 8-51, who lost 
their lives in the service of their 
country.” 

The services opened with a read- 
ing of the order issued by Capt. 
Ernest J. King, commanding offi- 
cer of the base, under which they 
were held. In this order, Capt. 
King reiterated his contention that 
the 8-51 was sunk without any 
blame whatever attaching to her 
officers. 


BIXBY LETTER READ 

Then came the roll call read by 
Lieutenant-Commander W. D. 
Snyder, commanding the 8-49, a 
sister ship of the 8-51. As the 
thirty-three names of the stricken 
crew were read for the last time 
there was complete quiet and a 
moment later the strains of Lead. 
Kindly Light.“ broke the silence. 

The services, arranged by the 
Epiecopalian chaplain of the base, 

ev. A. R. Parker, were simple 
but impressive. After reading the 
lesson from St. John 14, Chaplain

saved a yachting party of a dozen 
persons from San Francisco, Ven- 
tura and Santa Barbara from death 


last night when explosions de- 
stroyed their vessel fifteen miles 
out in the Santa Barbara Channel. 
© party was landed here 
this morning from Santa Crus Is- 
land, where its members were 
last night by Capt. Ira 
X. Eaton after a seven-mile pull 
in open boats, Most of the mem- 
bers of the party were suffering 
from minor burns. 


PARTY ON ORUISE 


The party was cruising on the 
yacht Caprice, owned by the San- 
ta Barbara Yacht Club, and con- 
sisted of J. I. Sheridan, San Fran- 
cisco: J. M. Argabrite, R. M. 
Sheridan, E. M. Sheridan and Olef 
Austed, all of Ventura; Capt. K. J. 
Gourley, Charles Shedd, Will Sheri- 
dan, Gus Berg and Will Perry, all 
of Santa Barbara, and Andrew Soto. 
Yacht Club cook. 

The affair is best described by 
Capt. Gourley. 

“We were skimming along he 
fore a emacking wind,” he said, 
“and had all sails spread. Sudden- 
ly the jib-boom broke and we 
started the engine to keep the 
yacht moving while repairs were 
being made. 

“Unknown to us, a fifteen-gallon 
gasoline tank was jeaking and 
when we started the engine the 
fumes were ignited and the explo- 
sion threw the fire everywhere. All 
hands turned to and fought the 
blaze, using chemical extinguish- 
ers, Dut we soon saw we were 
fighting a losing battle and that 
a second tank, containing sixteen 
gallons, was bound to go up. 


TAKE TO BOATS 


“We hurriedly took to the boats 
and hed ned 100 feet 
from the Caprice when the sec- 
ond explosion occurred. The yacht 
was tossed into the air, then fell 
back and disappeared. 

“While we were fighting the 
flames a big passenger vessel go- 
ing south passed within less than 
a mile of us, but never made a 
sign of coming to our aid. The fact 
that we had those two small boats 
is the only thing that saved our 
lives. We rowed for several hours, 
bucking a high wind and heavy 
sea, but finally: made Pelican Bay.” 

The Caprice was bought in 1919 
by the Santa Barbara Channel 
Sailing Association from Edward 
Brown, a San Francisco real er 
tate broker, and later was bought 
by the Yacht Club. The vessel was 
valued at $20,000. 

Argabright formerly was Ven- 
tura county Assemblyman. Robert 
Sheridan is a Ventura attorney and 
the other Sheridans are prominent 
Ventura business men. Berg is the 
owner of the Faulding Hotel of 
Santa Barbara. Thompson is a 
prominent Santa Barbara real 
estate man and brother of State 
Senator Rodney Thompson. Shedd 
is a lieutenant in the Naval Re- 
serve Force and is a bond sales- 
man. Gourley is an expert yachts- 
man and a mail carrier in Santa 
Barbara.

Nobel Prizes in 
1925 Will Total 
Near $4,000,000

STOCKHOLM, Oct. (.— Prises 
of about $4,000,000 given to 125 
winners will be the record of the 
Nobel Foundation on the occasion 
of its twenty-fifth annual award- 
ing of prizes at the end of this 
year. 

Funds of the foundation now 
amount to slightly over $8,000,000, 
and the prizes to be given this 
year will be 118,165 kroner each, 
or about $31,000. Besides the five 
reeular prizes of 1925, three were 
held over from 1924, namely, the 
awards in physics, chemistry and 
the peace prize. 

Of the prizes awarded during 
the years 1901-1924, nine have 
gone to America and seven to Swe- 
den. Germany tops the list with 
twenty-six prizes, closely followed 
by France with twenty-one and 
England with fourteen awards.

YOUTH EXPOSED 


Alarming Increase Cited by 

Chicago Official 

Most Morals Cases Under 
21 Years of Age 


Children in High School 
Declared Offenders 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH} 
CHICAGO, Oct. 4.—Immorality 
le alarmingly on the increase 
among echool children, according 
to Health Commissioner Herman 
N. Bundesen. This is true, he said, 
not of Chicago alone, but of the 
country at large. 

Dr. Bundesen was speaking be- 
fore the Chicago Committee of 
Narcotics, an organization con- 
sisting of the representatives of a 
score or more of social welfare 
and civic organizations. 

The health commissioner led 
from his talk on narcotics into the 
immorglity of the younger genera- 
tion, saying 69 per cent of the girls 
who now go through the morals 
court are less than 21 years of age. 

“Recently,” he said, “I @iscov- 
ered a nest of immorality in one 
of our grammar schools. An 8 
year-old boy was brought into the 
health department suffering from 
a social disease. Investigation 
brought fourteen children. Nine 
of the total were girls 7 to 12 
years of age. Six were boys 5 to 
11 years old. All admitted having 
illicit relations and eleven of them 
were diseased.” 


OTHER INSTANCES 


later, in his office, Dr. Bunde- 
sen supplemented this address. He 

mitted reluctantly that the case 

had set forth was only one of 
a number where groups of children 
had been discovered having im- 
moral relations. 

The doctor as he spoke had be- 
fore him the report on a suburban 
physician arrested for performing 
illegal operations on three year- 
old girls.

BAGDAD, Oct. 4.— Dr. Mille- 
paugh, the chief of the American 
financial mission to Persia, has 
Just tasued his tenth quarterly re- 
port, dealing with the period from 
January to March, 1925, and one 
in glad to note that further prog- 
ress is being recorded by the 
American advisers, who have al- 
ready done so much to help Per- 
sia out of her financial morass. 
The local press here has com-

Various projects for increasing 
these revenues and stabilizing fis- 
cal operations were presented to 
the medijiies. Revenues in general 
continue to show improvement, 
notwithstanding the fact that the 
crops during the period under re- 
view were the worst of any year 
since the famine year of 1916. 
Very serious damage was caused 
by grasshoppers, rust, floods and 
hallstorms. There has been im- 
provement in general trade condi- 
tiona, which hag been reflected by 
the importation into the country 
of large quantities of bar iwer 
ta be coined for the account of 
the Imperial Bank of Persia.

JAPANESE LUMBER 
BUYING DEVELOPING 


RECONSTRUCTION LOAN TO BE 
MADE IN AMERICA 
NEXT MONTH

VANCOUVER (B. C.) Oct. 4.— 
Japanese buying of lumber has 
shown signs of developing on a 
much larger scale, owing to the 
fact that a reconstruction loan of 
about $150,000,000 is to be made 
in the United States next month.

$19.50 which is an especially low 
price considering the fact that 
common lumber is selling for $2 
and $21 a thousand feet for the 
Atlantic seaboard market. Ex- 
porters still hold about 25,000,000 
feet of lumber placed by Austral- 
fan buyers, but not farmed or to 
the mills. This will come into the 
cutting trade in a few weeks. 
Three new sawmills have been 
added to the cutting battery of 
the Province, and this will add an- 
other 750,000 feet a day to the 
output.

Customs in Place of England 


will insist upon getting the fat job 
of the inspector-general of ‘cus- 
toms from the British, chiefly be- 
cause Sir Francis Aglen soon will 
be retired under the age lImit, 
yet Japan will show by figures that 
Great Britain no longer is the 
dominant, power in the trade with 
China and therefore is not entitled 
to a greater degree of control of 
the collection and repository of the 
customs collections.

TO PARLIAMENT 


Washington Awaits French 
Reception of Plan 


Czecho - Slovakia Funding 
Comes Up Tuesday 


Italian Mission Expected 
Middle of, Month 


WASHINGTON. Oct. 4-—-With 
French Finance Minister Calllaux, 
head of the debt mission to the 
United States, on the high seas 
today with an American proposal 
for a temporary solution in hia 
pocket, interest centers largely on 
the question as to whether the 
French Parliament will accept the 
plan for $40,000,000 payment an- 
nually for five years with tevision 
at the end of or during that time. 

Eyes are turned to the future, 
also, and to consideration of other 
debt settlements. Czecho-Slovakia 
and Italy are the next two nations 
whose representatives will step in- 
to Secretary Mellon's office to meet 
the American Debt Funding Com- 
mission and see if they can find 
a satisfactory funding arrange- 
ment, 

The negotiations with the dele- 
gates from Czecho-Slovakia who 
arrived here yesterday will begin 
Tuesday. This mission is headed 
‘by Dr. Vilem Pospisil, director of 
savings banks of Prague, the 
other members being Jan Kucera, 
from the Ministry of National De- 
tense: Dr. Kurel Brabenec, from 
the Ministry of Finance; Dr. Lu- 
gen Lippansky, financial expert, 
and Zikmund Konechy, from the 
Foreign Office. 

There have been some prelim!- 
nary conversations more or less in- 
formal in character, between rep- 
resentatives of the two govern- 
ments, and it is not believed that 
the settlement of the Czecho- Slo- 
vakian debt will offer any insuper- 
able difficulties.

“temporary solution“ with France. 

The effect which the failure of 
the French and American com- 
missions to reach a final agree- 
ment may have on the coming 
Italian negotiations is viewed in 
some well informed quarters as a 
most important factor in the fu- 
ture discussions. While there has 
been no Indication that the Italian 
debt mission, headed by Count 
Volpi, Minister of Finance, will de- 
lay or postpone ite departure, the 
exact date of which has not yet 
been announced, it ia feared that 
the French “precedent” may have 
a dampening influence on the Ital- 
fan negotiations. In these quar- 
ters it is pointed out that Italian 
“capacity to pay” is no greater, in 
fact, not as great, as that of France 
and if the latter could not see her 
way clear to meet yments above 
a certain amount beyond the five 
year period, Italy may have sim- 
difficulty. 

Of the remaining unfunded 
debts, except for that of France, 
the Italian obligation is the only 
one of any 6 amounting with 
interest to $2,138,643,860, of which 
$1,647,869,197 is principal. Italy

Craft Journey in Eighty-six 
Days of Travel : 


(EXCLASIVE DISPATCH) 

NEW YORK, Oct. 4.—Two men 
and a dog landed at the Columbia 
Yacht Club landing in the Hudson 
River at 3 o’clock this afternoon 
completing a transcontinental trip 
of 2680 miles by motorboat. They 
claimed a distance record for 
fresh water by motorcraft. 

The men were John Edwin 
Hoag, a writer, and Frank 8. Wil- 
ton, motion-pisture cameraman, 
both of Alhambra. a suburb of Los 
Angeles. They left Astoria, Or.. 
on May 20, last, and made the 
long woyage in eighty-six traveling 
days. 

Their motorboat was an eight- 
een-footer, with five-foot beam and 
bow depth of four and one-half 
feet. She was equipped with two 


four-horsepower overboard motors. 


Owing to the necessity of push- 
ing steadily on, in order to keep 
pace with their schedule the men 
had little opportunity to maintain 
the larder at proper state. Their 
chief articles of diet on the jaunt 
were fried eggs and bacon. Both 
shudder when they mention it. 

In making the trip. the men 
hboated across or touched fifteen 
States and two Canadian provinces. 
The voyage was made at an aver- 
age of eight to ten miles an hour. 
The cost, chiefly for gasoline, was 
from $3 to $4 a day. About 1200 
gallons of gasoline were required 
for the Inland waterway adventure.

Original Letters of Nation’s 
Father Made Public 


Epistles Show President Ran 
Whisky Distill 

Collection Sold by Banker to 
Rare · Bool Dealer 


(EXCLOSIVE 

NEW YORK, Oct. 4.—More 
than 150 original letters to George 
Washington and about 400 other 
documents of the American rev- 
olutionary period have been sold 
by an unnamed banker to the Ro- 
senbach Company, rare book deal 
ers. The transfer is said to repre- 
sent the largest collection outside 
of the Congressional Library and 
J. P. Morgan's private gallery. 

Some of the more interesting 
letters were made public tonight, 
and they cast further light upon 
the character and habits of the 
country’s first President. Particu- 
lar attention was attracted

PURCHASES CORN 

In a letter of June 26, 1798. m 
which Washington discusses with 
Col. W. A. Washington the deliv- 
ery of 600 barrels of cape. he 
wrote: 

“The times most convenient for 
me to receive it would be in the 
months of April, May and June, 
after the vernal equinox, and if 
there were intervals between the 
delivery of the respective loads 
of a forinight, three weeks or 
even a month, it would be more 
accommodating than inconvenient 
to me. If you accede these propo- 
sals, I shall contract for 600 bar- 
rels actually, and if my distillery

Several wildcat drilling projects 
in the Saugus-Newhall district 
make it appear probable thet this 
particular region will be given «4 
thorough test for petroleum dur- 


ing the next six months. It appears 
likely to receive more attention 
than any other prospective oil area 
in Southern California during the 
winter. 

Not far from where activities 
are now being carried on in the ex- 
pectation of discovering a new 
field there are a score of emal!

The Union Ol Com- 
pany’s Saugus No. 1, located three- 
quarters of a mile north of Saugus, 
ig temporarily shut down at 2904 
feet. The company has no appar- 
ent Intentions of relinquishing the 
land, but Is reported to be inclined 
to await developments in other 
wells before proceeding.

VIADUCT TODAY 


Ninth-Street Bridge Built at 
Cost of $500,000 


W ork Completed Two Weeks 
. Ago by Contractors 


— —— 


Five Others to be Erected in 
Industrial Districts 


The official acceptance of the 
$500,000 Ninth-street viaduct for 
the city by the Board of Public 
Works, is scheduled to take place 
today upon the recommendation 
of Chief Inspector Rook who 
supervised the work for the board. 

Under the board's contract with 
the North Pacifie Construction 
Company, which was awarded the 
contract, the company was re- 
quired to complete the viaduct to- 
day, but actually, it was completed 
nearly two weeks ago and was 
opened to traffic on September 26, 
last. There is about two weeks’ 
work remaining to be done to com- 
plete the ornamental hand rail on 
the side of the bridge, for which 
a separate contract was awarded, 
The Chief Inspector sald that the 
work on the bridge had been com- 
pleted In a satisfactory manner and 
the Improvement was of great 
value to Los Angeles and rticu- 
larly to the economie and indus- 
trial growth of the East Side of 
the city. 

The report of the Chief Inepec- 
tor set forth that the viaduct is 
1823 feet in length and seventy- 
one feet in width, with a roadway 
fifty-six feet wide. In the con- 
struction of the viaduct 16,266 
yards of concrete, 1,620,000 pounds 
of steel and 18,000 feet of pliling 
were used, Chief Inspector Rook's 
report said. 

The viaduct ts the fret of six 
to be built under a bond iesue of 
$2,000,000 authorized by the vot- 
ers to pay the city’s share of these 
new bridges across the industrial 
istrict, railroad tracks and the 
Los Angeles River. These will re- 
place outworn, inadequate wooden 
bridges. The second one to be 
built will be at Macy street.

LIFE FOUND 


Discovery of Odd Forms 
Made in Excavation for 
Los Angeles Building 


Sharks’ teeth, mussel, scallop 
and cockle clam shells, and many 


other odd specimens of former 
marine life have been found, it 
was learned yesterday, In an er- 
cavation on West Sixth street be- 
ing prepared by the John N. 
Cooper Company for the founda- 
tions of a new office structure. The 
strange discoveries have attracted 
the attention of Prof. O. C. Vick- 
rey of the University of Cali- 
fornia, Southern Branch, and 4 
number of local geologists. 

The excavators uncovered two 
parallel reefs, between which most 
of the shells were found. Inspec- 
tor Newmarch also discovered «a 
bone believed to be part of some 
large prehistoric animal, although 
its lack of preservation made des- 
nite identification difficult. 

A number of clear crystal 2 
sum veins from two to three inc 
in width, indicating larger de- 
posits at greater depths, were 
traced on the floor of the deep * 
cavation.

“SACKING OF SAKLATVALA” 

“It is always a debatable question, this 
business of barring out foreigners with rad- 
ical views, who propose to visit the United 
States,” comments the Manchester Union 
in discussing editorjally the action of the 
State Department in barring out Saklatvala, 


„the Parsee who was elected to the British 


House of Commons on a Communist plat- 
form. Debatable, to be sure, as a question 
of national policy, just as the Eighteenth 
Amendment is debatable; but his admission 
would have been a violation of an act of 
Congress and, since his Communistic views 
were publicly known, it would have been 
the duty of the immigration authorities to 
deport him if found in this country. 


The Saklatvala case has been extensively 
discussed, both in the press of this coun- 
try and of Europe, and it has served a good 
purpose; for it has led to a clearer under- 
standing of the terms of the immigration 
and other laws relating to known radicals. 
Saklatvaia not only confesses mémbership 
in the Communist party, but boasts of It; 
and the Department of Labor has issued a 
statement which sets forth clearly and un- 
equivocally that aliens who acknowledge 
allegiance to the Third Internationale must, 
under the Federal law, be apprehended and 
deported. 

Secretary Davis points out that the exist- 
ing immigration laws specifically provide 
for the exclusion of: 

Anarchists or persons who believe in 
or advocate the overthrow by force or 
violence of the United States or of all 
forms of law and persons who advise, 
advocate or teach or are mem- 
bers of or affiliated with any organiza- 
tion, association, society or group that 
believes in, advises, advocates or 
teaches the overthrow by force or vio- 
a States or all forms 
of law. 


To this Secretary Davis adds: 


The question “Can a Communist be 
admitted to the United States?” can 
only receive one answer from the Sec- 
retary of Labor. The law is plain and 
unequivocal] that aliens who believe in. 
or advocate the overthrow by force or 
violence not alone of the government 
of the United States, but of organized 
government, must be excluded; and 
that mere membership or affiliation 
with any organization having such an 
object is cause for exclusion and de- 
portation. .. Another section of 
the law provides that, on the same 
grounds, the Secretary of Labor shall 
by warrant of arrest take into custody 
and deport aliens with similar beliefs 
or affiliations found ia the United 
States. 


Secretary Davis quotes from the mant 
festo of the Third Internationale as con- 


}firmation of the contention that the Third 


Internationale does advocate violent action. 
The following sections of that manifesto 
remove all doubt as to Communist intent: 
Communtsm does not propose to “cap- 
ture” the bourgeois parliamentary state, 
but to destroy it. : Participation 
in parliamentary campaigns, which in 
the general struggle of the proletariat 
is of secondary importance, is for the 
purpose of revolutionary propaganda 
only. .. . The Communists shall 
participate in mass strikes, not only to 
achieve the immediate purpose of the 
strike, but to develop the revolutionary 
implications of the mass strike. 

One has but to read these extracts to be 
assured that Saklatvala could not have been 
legally admitted to this country and that 
he could not have been legally left at large 
if found here. His official public utter- 
ances as a member of the House of Com- 
mons leave no doubt as to his affiliation 
with the Third Internationale and his ad- 
vocacy of the overthrow of legally consti- 


tuted government by violence. 


It now becomes plain that most of the 
criticisms on the attitude of the State De 
partment were based on ignorance of the 
law. A number of editors waxed valorous. 
on paper, by reason of their ignorance, and 
a few members of Congress as well. The 
Congressmen displayed a dense ignorance 
of the legislation which they had helped to 
enact. They criticized Secretary Kellogg 
for enforcing a law of their own passing. 

And it is not because this country is 
afraid of Saklatvala and his like that they 


are excluded; the action is regarded as 


necessary for the abatement of a public 
nuisance. There are enough inclined to 
violence in this country now, without per- 
mitting the country to become a refuge for 
criminals, actual or potential, of other coun- 
tries. Whether such legislation is a cur- 
tailment of the right of free speech may 
be debatable as an abstraction, just as the 
question of prohibition is debatable; but 
whether such exclusions and deportations 
ard legal and mandatory is not debatable. 
It is the duty of the executive department 
of the Federal government to enforce laws 
passed by Congress, and only those igno- 
rant of the law or willfully and maliciously 
inclined will condemn a Federal official or 
department for a strict enforcement of the 
written law. 


IN SMOKE 

How authors react to the destruction 
of the children of their brains before they 
are presented to the world is fairly {{lus- 
trated by Mrs. Joseph Conrad in her re- 
cently published recollections of her dis- 
tinguished husband, who is frankly present- 
ed as quite a human entity—one who could 
be impolite to lady visitors, brook no argu- 
ment as to his statement of a matter and 
who, like many another genius, was at times 
very absent-minded. One of the most trag- 
te occurrences recorded in the biogtaphy is 
that of the accidental burning of a consid- 
erable portion of the original manuscript 
of Conrad's story, “The End of the Tether,” 
while be and his wife were living in an old 
English farmhouse. His student lamp ex- 
ploded, the manuscript caught fire and was 
destroyed before the flames could be er- 
tinguished. Conrad became wildly distract- 
ed. “He fied from the house and paced 
restlessly to and fro, his hands gesticulat- 
ing wildly.” As the story was running se- 
rially in a London magazine the part burned 
had to be rewritten at once, which ft was, 
amid much lamentation. 

The lay mind gets an idea of the pains 
involved in literary creation when such an 
impression is imparted to it. No author 
ever was known to accept such a loss re- 
signedly. Fenimore Cooper, who lost the

to copy and all had to be supplied from the 
brain of its creator. There is something 
heroic in the application of a man to such 
a task, and he may be forgiven a reaction 
expressed in the wild gesticulations of a 
Conrad or the dumb despair of a Carlyle 
on first hearing of his loss and realizing 
that he alone can be looked to for its res- 
toration to a world which, though it may 
be sympathetic in a way, is too much bent 
upon its own little affairs to feel vitally 
concerned about literary losses.

CENTURY OF RAILROADING : 

The centenary of the steam railroad is 
being celebrated in England this year. On 
September 27, 1825, the first train drawn by 
a steam locomotive carrying passengers and 
general freight made the twenty-five-mile 
run between Darlington and Stockton. 


Railroads had been used in England for 
more than a century previous to that date. 
But the cars had been loaded with coal and 
drawn by horses. To the coal industry 18 
due all the first steps in the introductign, 
not only of the locomotive, but the steam 
engine as well. Savary's device, patented 
in 1698, by which water was lifted fifty feet 
by steam power, was for use in the col- 
Heries. James Watt, who is considered the 
inventor of the modern steam engine; Hea- 
ley, Who in 1813 constructed Puffing Billy, 
the first real steam locomotive, and George 
Stephenson, who built the first railroad lo- 
comotive—all were actuated by the need 
for more efficient means of transporting 
coal. 


It was for this purpose, too, that William 
Pease, a shrewd Quaker, in 1821 secured a 
charter for a railroad to be operated by 
horse power between Stockton and Daritng- | 


George Stephenson, who offered to build) 
for him a locomotive which should super- | 
sede horses altogether. After much cogita- 
tion and discussion with his co-directors | 
Pease accepted the offer. 


Stephenson built an engine which he 
called Locomotion No. 1 and September 
27, 1825, was set for the trial. A train con- 
sisting of thirty-four wagons and coaches | 
loaded with 450 passengers was attached 
to the engine, Which was set on the tracks 


from Darlington. Stephenson stepped 
‘aboard and when the signal was given 
threw open the throttle. Slowly, and with 
much belching of smoke, the strange ma- 
chine rumbled along the rails toward Dar- 
lington, trailing {ts varied assortment of | 
carriages filled with cheering and excited | 
people. Arrived at Darlington, the train 
was turned round and headed for Stockton. 
The run took three hours and was in the 


Stephenson's Locomotion No. 1 weighed 
six and one-half tons and had a maximum 
speed of fifteen miles an hour with an aver- 
age of eight. Through the discovery of the 
secret of the forced draft, by diverting the 
exhaust up the stack, and by coupling the 
driving wheels together, securing thus the 
greatest traction, Stephenson had hit upon 
the essential principles of the locomotive. 
In its main points the locomotive of today 
is much the same as Stephenson's. 

The first trial of a locomotive in the 
United States was on A t 9, 1829, on a 
line built by the Dela and Hudson Ca- 
nal Company between Carbondale, Pa., and 
Honesdale, Pa.

“Coming of Amos” at Forum 
Highly Romantic; Jetta 
Goudal in Splendid Role

It ſon't often that one sees melo- 
drama dressed up in the elaborate 
manner that Pau! Sloan, aided and 
abetted, one presumes, by Cecil 
B. De Mille, has done in the in- 
stance of “The Coming of Amos.” 
The more obvious crudities of the 
usual story of this type are not in 
evidence. They exist, it is true, 
but the art director and the cos- 
tumer have combined their talents 
so that they would never see the 
light of day. It is akin to the fa- 
miliar sugar-coated pill: easy to 
take, with beneficent results. , 

This Forum feature has most of 
those elements which appeal to 
every patron of the cinema art. 
The romantic note is the strongest, 
with adventure of the kind made 
famous by Douglas Fairbanks run- 
ning a close second. Comedy, too, 
is sprinkled through the action 
with a liberal hand. 

If we were to regard “The Com- 
ing of Amos” with the seriousness 
it sometimes seems to expect, the 
effort would be difficult. It is one 
of those all-too- rare pictures which 
appears to have been made with 
the tongue in the cheek. Improb- 
able as some of the situations are, 
many will feel that it is pleasant 
to imagine that they might hap- 
pen. And, ff you look at it that 
way, this new De Mille presenta- 
tion deserves merit as entertain- 
ment-—-whether or not its story 
sticks very close to actuality. 

It was a pleasant relief to see 
Rod la’ Rocque, during the in- 


troductory episodes, in something’ 


other than formal afternoon attire. 
I do not know how much research 
work was necessary, but the suit 
he wears excels in its remoteness 
from the conventional. La Rocque 
is an Australian, who comes to visit 
his uncle on the Riviera. He 
plunges from the uncouth life of 
an Antipodean sheepman to Eu- 
rope and “the great indoors, where 
men are menaced.” 

Henceforward, La Rocque ap- 
pears in the smart and immaculate 


‘} apparel that movie heroes usually 


achieve before the end of the pic- 
ture. The transformation is pleas- 
ing to the eye, of course, but the 
character loses much of its in- 
dividuality. 

Jetta Goudal, ag an exiled Rus- 
sian princess, not only looks the 
part to perfection, but plays it with 
a poise and finish that make it 
easy to understand why exiled Rus- 
sian princesses have such an at- 
traction for the opposite sex. Miss 
Goudal makes a bizarre figure, due 
to the strange and spectacular cos- 
tumes she wears, but never for a 
moment is her personality sub- 
merged beneath them. Her essen- 
tial appeal is manifested at the 
very outset, and during the course 
of her almost-tragic romance with 
La Rocque she makes increasing 
demands on one's sympathy. 

As far as the story goes, it is 
interesting chiefly as a medium for 
the talents of its star, Miss Goudal, 
and Noah Beery, who does his vil- 
laining with becoming grace. La 
Rocque, fresh from the Australian 
hinterland, meets and falls in love 
with the princess. This of itself 
furnishes plenty of material for 
drama, but they make Beery the 
princess’ husband, which compli- 
cates matters to such an extent 
that the plot becomes melodra- 
matic. 

It really ien’t until the last few 
hundred feet of film that “The 
Coming of Amos” definitely aban- 
dons its pretense. Prior to this 
there are hes of melodrama, but 
they are mostly glimpses, cleverly 
concealed for the most part, such 
as are seen in many an upstand- 
ing dramatic feature. But the cli- 
max is a melodramatic boomerang. 

Cecil B. De Mille, under whose 
supervision the picture was made, 
has on several occasions been ac- 
cused of harboring an over-kindly 
respect for symbolism. He has 
sublimated, in his own, inimitable 
way, such things as tin cans, gas 
meters and Portland cement in 
several of his celluloid creations. 
And even though Mr. De Mille did 
not personally direct “The Coming 
of Amos,” his flair for the symbolic 
nevertheless is seen—and felt.

and the camera, perform 
taske very effectively, permitting 
the hero an ingress into the castle 
stronghold of the villain which one 
is at a loss to understand how he 
would have otherwise gained. 

Here is where Mr. De Mille’s (it 
must be Mr. De Mille’s!) symbol- 
ism is felt. For those improvised 
boomerangs come right out of the 
picture, in a figurative way, of 
course, and whack the spectators 
an enlightening blow on their in- 
nocent heads. Then we see that 
we've been fooled, that what we've 
been watching on the screen is 
melodrama, refined in spots and as 
crude as sin in others. One can 
fancy hearing the film’s creators 
chuckle at this juncture. 

la Rocque’s fight with Beery 
shows promise of becoming gen- 
uinely interesting for a while, but 
some one (probably the scenario 
writer) saw too many difficulties 
ahead and called a halt. The re 
sult is that Beery'’s exit from the 
scene is one of the most humorous 
I have ever seen, and this despite 
the fact that it is not meant to be 
funny. 

“The Coming of Amos” achieves 
its goal—that of popular entertain- 
nfent—even though it has a plot 
full of holes and an overabundance 
of improbabilities. It is an adap- 
tation of a novel by William J. 
Locke, and not having read the 
book I am not in a position to say 
on whose shoulders blame for some 
of the picture's faults should rest. 

Hero, heroine and villain have 
the major share of the footage, but 
several of the members of the sup- 
porting cast appear long enough to 
prove their trouping abilities. These 
include Richard Sarle, as La 
Rocques uncle; Arthur Hoyt, 
Trixie Friganza and Clarence Bur- 
ton. Ruby Lafayette is glimpsed 
in one scene. 

The surrounding program at the 
Forum includes a Christie comedy, 
featuring Walter Hiers; the Flor- 
entine Trio, and Ted Henkel and 
his orchestra in conjunction with 
Harry Weber and a trio of clever 
dancers.
